Washington. Kept S.~lt is now 
practically certain that the rimt 
meetint of the Dea^ue Nations 
will not ba . haM In Waahinfrton In 
October, as originally planned. The 
axact date depends upon the action 
of the United States, in regard to the 
ratlflcmUon of tha peace trsHtty con¬ 
taining the covenant which creates 
the League. Should the Senate ratify 
the treaty la time to permit de)effatea 
to arrive for a meetinc in November. 
It probably will ba held then, but Jf 
the dlacuseion la much proiontad.

until some time in January, IfSO. 

The flrat meeting under the Leasue 
covenant, however, can be called any 


time after three of the principal 
powers have ratifled the treaty. It 
la expected that this will be imme¬ 
diately after such ratlflcation. ‘ 

Unlesa the Senate has ratified the 
treaty by that time the (*nlted States 
would not be represented at the 
meeting, which would be held in 
I*aria or I,.ondon. *

fice In Toronto. 

By Millers. 

D. A. Campbell presented the 
recom men dation of the commitlea of 
the Canadian Millers* Association 
that the control of the prices be held 
by the mlllera rather than the grain 
deelem. 

Te pointed out that there were 
about &Sd millers lo deal with, while 
the number of grain dealers 
nearly three times as great. Under 
the committee's scale, the price of 
flour should remain the same as long 
as the price of wheat did not changb, 
and there should be restriction of 
sales to thirty days, to prevent the 
accumulation of large atocka. which 
would be Influenced by the change# 
In price. 

J. A. Robb, of the Weetem Millers* 
Association, warned the Board that 
the maintenance of prices establish¬ 
ed and restrictions would throw the 
businem of the smaller millers into 
the hands of the large ones.
